3Q0 gallons per 
minute 
was reached at a depth of 


fiOO feet 
Mr Bruce put 
down a 
five inch well and feels jubilant over 
his success 
The second well is located on the 
5asert c a m of Mrs P Jensen eight 
miles south and east of 
San Simon 
on the west side of the creek 
Dril 
ler Jess Averill encountered the flow 
at 700 feet and when completed jet ¬ 
ted above the well casing to a height 
of 83 inches 
which according to the 
government 
tables 
for measuring 
such water 
flows denoted a flow of 
420 saltans 
per minute being the 
largest 
flow 
from 
any 
individual 
llled in the valley

Double 
double 
toil and trouble 
It would 
seem 
as if 
Uncle Sam 
were suffering from a witchs brew 
into which it is now proposed to toss 
the potato 
Unless the Department 
of Agriculture lifts the embargo on 
potatoes from the British Isles the 
people of this country are confronted 
with a possible famine in the spuds 
Prices already higher 
than last 
year and as high as 1912 
when this 
country 
was 
compelled 
to import 
immense 
quantities 
from Ireland 
Scotland and 
England 
may become 
almost prohibitive to the masses 
The 
potato crop 
of the United 
States for the year 1913 is 100000 
000 bushels below that of last year 
When 
potatoes 
were 
imported 
from abroad 
in the early part of 
1912 it was because the crop in this 
country was 50000000 bushels short 
of normal 
and at that time the 
price of domestic potatoes 
to the 
consumer went to 
2 a bushel 
With 
the shortage 
this year doubled 
the 
wholesalers 
say 
there 
is no telling 
where the price will go 
And 
they 
declare the 
only hope 
for relief is 
in the lifting of the embargo on im- 
ported

potatoes 
by 
the 
Federal 
Government 
The embargo wa3 placed on pota ¬ 
toes from Great Britain in August 
1912 
because 
of 
alleged 
diseases 
with

the foreign tuber was 
afflicted

potatoes of this country from infec- 
tion
